The Jmperial and Laurentide Mills in 
Canada Are Down—Holyoke Quiet. 


The Disquieting News Reached the New York Market This 
Week That the Two Big Canadian Mills Were Idle on Ac- 


count of a Strike—Arbitration Fails in Norway. 





According to late received in New York yesterday 
(Wednesday) the mills of the Laurentide Paper Company, Ltd., 
Grand Mere, Quebec, Canada, and those of the Imperial Paper 


Mills, of Sturgeon Falls, Ont., Canada, were closed down on Tues-

day of this week because of a strike of the workmen. The men 
are reported to have made a demand for three tours, which was 
not granted. 

The mill of the Laurentide Company has seven machines and 
makes 120 tons of news paper and 50 tons of boards per day, be- 
sides some fibre and sheathing papers. The company’s pulp mill 
has thirty grinders, three digesters and fourteen wet machines, and 
makes 150 tons of ground wood (dry) per day and 70 tons of sul- 
phite pulp. 

The Imperial operates two 120 inch machines and makes 40 to 50 
tons of news and hangings. Its pulp mill turns out about 50 tons 


of ground wood per day.

In so far as this correspondence is concerned, it is believed that 
the facts have already been set forth as they actually exist, and 
it might be stated further that the Holyoke manufacturers have 
always been willing to discuss subjects at issue between their 
employees and themselves, and, while the owners of the mills 
won't say so, it can be positively stated that they are averse 
to having a third party insert itself in any manner in any active 
negotiations, or any that are proposed, between the mill owners 
and their employees. Possibly this same attitude might be taken

Eagle Lodge Holds Regular Weekly Meeting. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., June 17, 1907.—At the meeting of Eagle Lodge 
of Paper Makers Sunday afternoon a statement was made that 
information had been received from the headquarters of the 
Brotherhood that the International Paper Company had agreed 
to place the mills at Berlin, N. H., on.the three tour shifts, be- 
ginning July 1. This report is simply staged upon the authority of 
the information received, which also stated, it is said, that the 
mills at Turners Falls were expected to be placed in operation soon 
under the same conditions. It was also stated that July 1 nearly 
all of the International’s mills would be on an eight hour tour 
basis. A copy of the agreement with the International Paper 
Company was read at the meeting for the information of the 
members of the local union. 

The local lodge discussed at some length the coming convention 
at Northampton, and also the work that is being done by the 
organizer of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers. 

The local loftmen have organized an independent union, and a 
meeting for the discussion of matters in the present situation was 
held yesterday. It is also stated that another meeting will be held 
Wednesday evening of this week in order that the union may be 
solidified. 

Other local unions pertaining to the paper making industry and 
the various branches of the bookbinding and bookmaking trades 
are being called together frequently, so that matters connected with 
the present situation in the National Blank Book Company’s strike 
and the three shift demand may be acted upon at all times.

Agreement Made Between Firemen’s Union and I. P: Co. 
Bertin, N. H., June 17, 1907.—A new agreement has been entered 
into between the executive board of the International Stationary 


Firemen’s Union and the International Paper Company, to date. 


from July 1, giving an increase of pay to the stationary firemen at 
all the company’s mills amounting to about 7% per cent. This 
gives an increase of about $1.12 per week for the firemen at the 
mills of the International Paper Company, as they will receive 
under the raise $2 a day, where formerly they worked for $1.84 
per day, for an eight hour day. 


The Norwegian Strikes. 

Latest mail advices are to the effect that no result was obtained 
from the efforts to make a settlement through a conference between 
employers and strikers at Christiania. Although fresh negotiations 
are spoken of they were still uncertain. 

The Skotfos workpeople had commenced to vacate the sixty 
houses belonging to the company which they had hitherto occu- 
pied. All orders for supplies of raw material have been stopped 
by the Borregaard factory. The workmen at that point refused 
to permit the discharge of some iron beams from ‘the steamer 
Frigga, but had looked after the continuance of water supply and 
electric light. 

On May 29 a strike took place at the Hafsliind cellulose factory 


at Sarpsborg. Prices of printing paper had been more or less 
affected in export markets by the strikes in Norway, 





Another Report in Regard to the Strike Abroad. 

All efforts which have been made so far to try and bring about a 
settlement of the strike at the sulphite mills in Norway seem to 
have failed, according to the latest information. 

It is reported that the negotiations which have been in progress 
in Christiania to arrange an amicable settlement of the conflict at 
the Borregaard, Union and Skotfos mills have been broken off, the 
workmen and the manufacturers having failed to reach an agree- 
ment. 

On some points, it is said, they have practically arrived at a set- 


tlement, but on the main issue, namely, the question of wages, 
there is still a wide difference of ideas. The employers consider 
that they have given way as far as they are able under the cir- 
cumstances, but the gap between their offer and the demand of 
the workmen is still very wide. It now rests, it is declared, with 
the trade unions of the workmen as to whether any fresh attempts 
will be made to arrive at a satisfactory settlement of the present 
difficulties. Should the trade unions favor further discussion the 


employers will not be unwilling to resume negotiations, but, ac- 
cording to reliable report, the concessions they will then be pre- 
pared to make over and above what they have already conceded 


will be very small indeed. 
As the situation now stands it does not seem likely that a re- 


quest will be put forward by the workmen to renew the negotia- 
tions, and the present breaking off of the negotiations is therefore 
in reality to be regarded as a rupture. That is the way the situa- 
tion is now being discussed among the workmen. A long and ex- 
hausting struggle seems therefore to be pending at these large 
industrial plants. 


The paper manufacturers of this country in general, and par- 
ticularly those who are large users of foreign unbleached sulphite, 
are very much interested in the outcome of the present agitation 
for higher wages in the Norwegian sulphite mills. The affected 
mills have now been down almost a month, thus creating a shortage 
of bleached sulphite of about 2,000 tons, 60 per cent. of which 
would have been exported to the United States. The mills in this 
country which use the foreign article almost exclusively will be 
greatly hampered if the strike continues for any length of time. 
The majority of the mills are not prepared to carry much over a 
month’s supply in reserve, and the storage facilities at some of 
them would not admit of a thirty day reserve stock. Some of the 
manufacturers, it is said, are already preparing to substitute new 
cuttings. 


Norwegian Ground Wood Mills Not Affected. 

Labor troubles are causing uneasiness in regard to Norwegian 
mills. It is not thought, however, that the labor leaders will inter- 
fere with the workers in mechanical wood pulp mills while the 
conflicts at Sarpsborg and Skien are still pending. 





Labor Trouble in France Also. 

The labor trouble in the Continental paper trade seems likely 
to become epidemic. The French Federation of Paper Mill Work- 
ers has issued a circular to its members, asking them to abstain, 
until further notice, from accepting positions at any of the mills 
in the Department of the Isére. This appears to be due to a strike 
which has occurred at a mill at Pontcharra-sur-Bréda. In the 
meantime the strike at Besancon, referred to in our issue of May 
10, has been settled, the hands returning to work on the 25th ult.

George F. Underwood Elected General 
Manager of the Company. 


The Board of Directors of the International Paper Company Last 


Week Appointed George F. Underwood, Manager of the 
Company’s Woodlands’ Department, as General Manager. 


George F. Underwood, manager of the Woodlands department 
of the International Paper Company, was appointed general man- 
ager of the company at a meeting of the board of directors at the 
offices of the company in New York on Friday of last week. Mr. 
Underwood’s appointment is a very popular one with the official 
staff and employees. The selection will add greatly to the strength 
of the company in addition to effecting greater harmony among the 
different departments. 

Mr. Underwood has been identified with the company since it 
was organized in January, 1898. He came to it as manager of the 


Woodlands department, and under his guidance the department has 
been greatly extended in scope. Mr. Underwood is a former resi- 
dent of Fort Edward, N. Y., and since his early boyhood has 
been closely connected with the lumber business. 


His first connection with the lumber industry was with the firm 


of Bradley & Underwood, of Fort Edward, of which his uncle was 
a member. In 1874 he left that concern to engage in the lumber 
trade on his account. In the early nineties he became a stock- 
holder and director in the Glens Falls Paper Mill Company, tak- 
ing charge of that company’s timber operations. When the Inter- 
national Paper Company absorbed this company in 1898 he was 
made division superintendent of the forestry operations of the 


International in New York State and Canada. In May, 1890, he 
was called to New York and made manager of the Woodlands de- 
partment of the International Paper Company, with complete con- 


trol over the woodland operations of the company. 

Mr. Underwood is a director and stockholder in the Interna- 
tional Paper Company; president of the St. Maurice Lumber Com- 
pany, which covers the Canadian lands of the International Paper 
Company; president of the Champlain Realty Company, which 
takes in the lands in New York, New Hampshire and Vermont; 
president of the Michigan Pulp Wood Company, having charge of 
the Western lands of the International Paper Company. He is 
a director of the American Realty Company, covering the Inter- 
national Paper Company’s operations in Maine and in Nova Scotia, 
and a director and a member of the executive committee of the 
Miramichi Lumber Company. All these companies are subsidiaries 
of the International Paper Company. 

Mr. Underwood is also a director in the Schroon River Pulp 
and Paper Company, of Warrensburg, New York; president of the 
Imperial Wall Paper Mills and the Kenyon Lumber Company, of 
Sandy Hill, N. Y.; a stockholder and director in the National Bank 
of Glens Falls and the Fort Edward National Bank; he is presi- 
dent of the Indian River Company, a large water power concern, 
and a director in the Racquette Falls Land Company, of Albany, 
N. Y. ‘Mr. Underwood is also identified with a number of other 
concerns. He is an expert on woodlands and an authority on the 
production of spruce in this country. Mr. Underwood is a man of 
strong personality and a practical paper man. He has a complete 
knowledge of the manufacture of paper from the securing of the 
wood to the turning out of the finished product. He is a type of the 
aggressive business man whose ideas and plans are laid upon a 
liberal basis. He is quick to decide upon a plan of action, and once 
he has done so he adheres to his decision most rigidly. He is a 
broad minded, keen executive, and no detail of the business which 
comes under his supervision is too small for his notice. 





Chief Accountant Hatch Resigns. 
C. P. Hatch, chief accountant of the International Paper Com- 


pany, has resigned his position and will leave on July 1. Mr. Hatch 
has been appointed State Auditor of Maine by Governor Cobb. 
This is a new office created recently by the Maine State Legislature. 
Mr. Hatch has been in charge of the accounting department of the 
International Paper Company for about three years. 

It is said. that the company may create the new office of comp- 
troller, with authority over both the auditing and accounting de- 
partments, but nothing definite has been decided upon as yet. No 
one has been selected to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Hatch’s 
resignation, but there is some talk of Thomas Fines being ap- 
pointed to the position. Mr. Fines was formerly chief clerk under 
Mr. Hatch in the accounting department, and is thoroughly familiar 
with the many details of the department. Mr, Fines is at present 
a traveling auditor for the company. 





Mill at South Hermitage, Pa., Burned. 
DowNINGTOWN, Pa., June 17, 1907.—The paper mill owned by 
Charles W. Robinson, known as Dorlon’s Mill, located at South 
Hermitage, was burned Sunday night. The loss is estimated at 
$15,000. The property is said to have been insured for half its 
value. The fire is thought to have been of incendiary origin. The 


mill made binders’ boards and dried straw and box boards. It had 
one 58 inch cylinder machine. 


No Further Advance on Manila Tissue Till September. 


A meeting of the Manila Division of the Tissue Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association was held in New York on Thursday of last 
week. It was decided not to advance prices at this meeting, but 
owing to the constantly increasing cost and natural curtailment of 
production which will occur during the summer months it is ex- 
pected that an advance will be made at the next meeting to be 
held in September. This is the second meeting of the Manila Di- 
vision held recently. At the previous meeting several weeks ago 
the association postponed definite action on the question of ad- 
vancing prices.

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“SEASONABLY QUIET” THE REPORT. 


While Nearly all the Mills Are Still Quite Busy, the Jobbing 
Trade Is Gradually Settling Down to Midsummer Market 
Conditions—The Fear of Strikes a Feature. 


The paper trade in New York has just passed through another 
comparatively quiet week. Prevailing conditions are not unlike 
those which have appeared at this particular season in past years. 
This fact, however, has not been taken into consideration in some 
quarters, judging from the statements of some of the local paper 
fraternity. The more conservative members of the trade consider 
the present market situation a healthy one, and they say it is en- 
tirely unreasonable to expect at this time a continuance of the 
business activity which was a feature of the early part of this year. 
“The demand for paper is simply undergoing its usual decline now 
that the summer season is under way,” said the head of a large 
jobbing house this week. All grades of paper in this market are 
now moving in much smaller volume with the possible exception 
of news, and even this grade has lost a part of its previous activity. 
The general business of the country has eased up considerably ac- 
cording to good authority, and this cannot help but make itself 
felt in the paper industry. New business was pretty slow during 
the week and orders are pretty well scattered. The movement on 
regular contracts has been quite seasonable. With the mills as a 
whole the situation remains much the same, and the manufacturers 
state that they have not encountered the slump in the demand as 
yet. This is due, they admit, to the old orders on hand rather 
than the new ones being booked. Some of the mills running on 
manilas are said to be turning down orders at present because 
they are unable to make fairly prompt deliveries. This is also the 
case on orders for fibres. The demand for book paper is very light, 
and shipments are for the most part confined to old contracts. 
Jobbers in writings report trade as of small proportions. Box 
boards have lost a good part of their recent activity. Prices have 
weathered the decline in new business so far, and the state of the 
raw material is such that quotations remain very stiff and are 
more apt to go up than down. 


Business Holding Up Well at Holyoke.

There has been little change in the condition of business durfhg 
the week just closed.

All of the mills of the American Writing Paper Company are 
running upon good orders and business is reported as quite sat- 
isfactory. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company is receiving its share of orders, 
which are being filled promptly. 

The Whiting Mills are well stocked with orders and business is 
stated to be very good. 

In brief, business is holding up well throughout western Massa- 
chusetts.

“Bunker Hill Day” Breaks the Week in Boston.

Boston, June 18, 1907. 

Since Saturday noon of last week until this Tuesday morning 
the paper business, in common with other lines of trade in this city, 
has been entirely suspended, Monday having been a local holiday. 
While Boston was enjoying its “off day” the rest of the State was 
at work, amd in consequence every city paper house has an extra 


large mail this morning, and that means a heavy day’s work to 
pack and ship the accumulated orders. That done, the rest of the 
week is not likely to call for much exertion, since nothing more 
than the regular routine trade is expected, and the tonnage of 
paper moved on that account is falling off as the dull summer 
season advances. Concerning business of last week local paper 
jobbers make no complaint, its volume having been fully up to ex- 
pectations. The closing down of the mills at Bellows Falls, Vt., 
has caused some little annoyance to such city firms as have con- 
stant trade connections with the manufacturers of that place, but 
as the conditions forcing the shutdown of the mills are thoroughly 
understood dealers take the matter philosophically and await the 
termination of the troubles with composure. Meanwhile other 
mills are being called on for supplies that Bellows Falls for the 
present cannot furnish. Elsewhere throughout New England mills 
are all running to their full capacity. The tone of the market 
continues very firm at ruling quotations, DELESDERNIER.

Conditions in the paper trade last week were uneventful. There 
was no lack of demand nor sagging of prices, Conditions on all 
leading papers remained practically uniform with the week pre- 
ceding. 

Writings are about the same in price, but seem to have fallen 
off a little in demand according to the opinions of some, who 
attribute the apparent slackness to the season. News paper is still 
high, and its condition here seems to be no different from what it 
is elsewhere. The mills are complaining of the skyrocket advance 
in pulp and bewailing the fact that it is going still higher. The 
same applies largely to book and all print papers. The story of 
the advance is uniform with all in kind if not in degree. 

The demand for manilas and fibres is picking up somewhat with 
the coming of good weather. This cause compels all merchants 
to more activity, and belated buying is hardly less in volume than 
regular buying would have been had the weather for the last six 
weeks been seasonable. At any rate, a large amount of stock is 
being cleaned up by all the retail merchants, much to the delight 
of the dealers who supply the merchants with their necessities. 

The year on the whole, as far as we have gone, aside rom the 
scarcity of first rate paper materials, has been an excellent one for 
the merchants, notwithstanding the unfortunate conditions which 
have prevailed during the late spring. Chicago paper men all seem 
well satisfied and none are kicking. M. 





Seasonable Reduction in Business in Miami Valley. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 17, 1907.—Business conditions have re- 
mained about the same. The fact that there has been no great 
improvement at a time which is usually marked by great activity 
may be partially attributed to the weather man. He is willing to 
take the responsibility because he’s used to it by this time. 

It is even hinted in this vicinity that the so called straw board 
“trust” has taken advantage of the unusually wet season in Ohio 
by advancing prices, but perhaps the laity is not accustomed to 
the regular advances which have been made in nearly all grades 
of paper. It might just as well be charged that the cold weather 
boosted the price of overcoat boxes. 

However, the straw board advance is an interesting topic. Twice 
within three months has the price gone upward, and the increase 
now amounts to $2 per tof, making box boards and all other straw 
boards $33 per ton. An advance of 25 per cent. in ninety days is 
regarded here as going at a fair gait, but probably, in view of con- 
ditions in the trade, at not an inordinate rate of travel. The stocks

It is argued that 
if the mills were still rushed this shipment at the low December 
prices would hardly have been made even yet. 

As a whole business is in satisfactory shape and there is little 
complaint everywhere.

Suit Over Water Rights at Dexter, N. Y.

Watertown, N. Y., June 18, 1907.—The Dexter Sulphite Pulp 
and Paper Company, of Dexter, N. Y., has commenced an action 
against William P. Herring, owner of the St. Lawrence Mill at 
Dexter, and Hunter & Burns, owners of the electric light plant 
at the same place, to restrain them from using water in excess of 
the rights which are conferred upon them by grant. While the 
grant to Herring of the property known as the St. Lawrence Mill 
is of the right to use so much water as will pass through an aper- 
ture 3 feet square, it is claimed by the plaintiff that Herring has 
been using several times this amount. The grant to Hunter & 
Burns is also limited in terms which it is claimed have not been 
observed. The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company claims 
to be the successor by grant of the original owners of the water 
power and to hold title to all of the surplus water, and it is to 
restrain the use of the surplus water in excess of the specific grants 
that this action is brought. Substantially all of the water rights 
except those of Herring and Hunter & Burns on the Dexter dam 
are owned by the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company.

Last Year’s Danish Paper and Pulp Statistics. 


According to the yearly statistics issued by the wholesale deal- 
ers’ committee of the Copenhagen Exchange, Denmark imported 
during the year 1906 about 79,000,000 pounds of pulp and 35,500,000 
pounds of paper and paper manufactures. The quantities im- 
ported for consumption were respectively 58,500,000 and 24,750,- 
000 pounds, the balance having been transhipped in bond at Co- 
penhagen and other free ports. 

Prices during the year, while showing a firm tendency, did not 
advance in the proportion which might have been expected from 
the increased cost of raw materials. A shifting of business condi- 
tions has recently taken place in consequence of the Norwegian 
and Swedish factories more and more driving German printing 
paper, both in rolls and sheets, from the English market. German 
paper makers have thus been forced to gve attention to other 
classes of paper, some of which have been quoted at close prices 
in Denmark. The use of the “Pergament-Kardus” or “parch- 
ment card,” smooth on one side, as now made by the United 
Danish Paper Factories, has affected the demand for other de- 
scriptions of the article. 

Prospects of the future course of the Danish paper trade are said 
to be more or less uncertain, particularly in view of the threat- 
ened increase of domestic competition. The latter is ascribed to 
the establishment of the new Ravnholm paper factory. The pro- 
posed new Danish tariff makes some important reductions in paper 
duties, and, though not yet enacted, is a factor in the situation. 


E. Horvitz & Son have sold their grain elevator at Waltham, 
Mass., to Albert M. Eaton, a paper dealer of that place. Mr. 
Eaton will convert the building into a plant for making paper bags. 


The Battle Island Paper Company, of Fulton, N. Y., has ap- 
pealed from the verdict of $15,000 rendered against it in favor of 
R. V. Cullen, a Boston, Mass., architect, who did some work for 
the company. 


NEw CONSTRUCTION. 


Orance, Tex.—The Southern Wood Distillates and Fibre Com- 
pany, it is said, is preparing to erect another mill here for the 
manufacture of pulp boards. 


Labor troubles are being experienced in Norway. Many of the 
workers at Union Burg, Skien and Skoffos, have handed in notices 
for termination of employment. Other employees, with certain ex- 
ceptions, will be discharged. A lockout is feared in connection 
with the A/S Klosterfossen. At Embretsfos the men on May 1 
left their work without permission, and the company decided to 
stop the mill for a week; complications are likely.

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THREE TOUR STATISTICS. 


Louis Chable, Secretary of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation, Is Making an Attempt to Ascertain What Mills Are 
Now Running on the Shorter Workday Schedule. 


The question of placing the paper mills in this country on a three 
shift or eight hour basis is one of the most perplexing problems 
the paper manufacturers have to deal with at the present time. 
During the past year the agitation for three tours has been spread- 
ing gradually, until now nearly all the manufacturers in the 
United States, and especially those in the East, find themselves 
confronted with a matter which is of the most vital importance to 
the whole paper industry. Some of the manufacturers have already 
placed their mills on three tours. 

One of the largest companies to inaugurate the three tour system 
in its mills is the International Paper Company. This company, 
when approached by the mill operatives for an eight hour day, 
agreed to grant the request of the uniom providing a plan which 
brought about the gradual adoption of this system in the company’s 
mills was acceptable to the men. The men accepted this proposi- 
tion, with the result that nearly all the paper mills of the company 
are now running on three shifts. Other mills followed along similar 
lines, and today there are quite a number of mills on the three 
tour basis. 

It has never been definitely known just how many and what 
mills are operating on this basis. Then, again, it has been diffi- 
cult to ascertain just how many mills were running on the long 
or short two tours, i. e. those running 144 hours per week and 
those running over that number of hours per week. 

In order to secure the above information so that it may be com- 
piled in pamphlet form, for the benefit of not only the members of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association but for every manufac- 
turer in the country, Louis Chable, secretary of that association, 
has addressed the following letter to every paper manufacturer, 
irrespective of his affiliation with the association, requesting his 
assistance in collecting the desired data. The following is a copy 
of the secretary's letter. The postscript is meant for those manu- 
facturers who are not members of the American Paper and Pulp 
Association : 

“The American Paper and Pulp Association is desirous of col- 
lecting some information regarding the number of mills iff the 
paper trade which are now running on three shifts; what mills are 
running on short hours, starting at 7 o'clock Monday morning and 
shutting down at 6 o'clock Saturday night; also how many mills 
are running more than 144 hours. This is information which we 
desire from every mill an active member of the association for 
the purpose of placing it in collated form before every active 
member. : 

“IT hope you will have no objection to giving us these data re- 
garding the mill or mills belonging to you, and your prompt and 
favorable consideration of the request will greatly oblige.

“(Signed) Louis Chable, Secretary. 

“P. S—While this information is primarily designed for mem- 
bers of the association, we will be very much obliged if you will 
kindly give it to us upon the assurance that your courtesy will be 
reciprocated by our sending you copy of the collated data as soon 
as printed.” 


New Fibre Processes—Ramie, Pineapple. 
Simple Method for Decorticating Ramie. 


Consuk General W. H. Michael writes from Calcutta that the 
cultivation of rhea, or ramie, is something that should interest the 


United States, as it is a superior fibre to jute, and that experiments 
could be made in the Philippines or Porto Rico, He adds: 

“The greatest difficulty heretofore in putting ramie on the mar- 
ket has been the slow and expensive process of degumming or de- 
corticating. This has been overcome by the discovery by a resident 
of India (name on file at Bureau of Manufactures), which is so 
economical and quick that a local syndicate will soon be in position 
to place rhea fibre on the market in large quantities without the 
use of any of the patented, high priced machines for degumming. 
The new process does away with all expensive machinery and is 
said to be simple, and accomplishes the work easily. The growers 
can haul the fibre to the railway station and have it treated. 

“A leading trade paper here refers to the subject as follows: 
‘The fibre so prepared has none of its strength taken out of it by 
the process, and rhea is much stronger than either flax, jute or 
cotton. It can be spun with existing flax or jute machinery, so no 
special mills will require to be erected for its manipulation. A 
great impetus will now be given to rhea cultivation, seeing that 
the decorticating or degumming process can so easily be accom- 
plished by cheap hand labor. It will now become one of the regu- 
lar staple crops of India, and the fibre markets of the world will 
absorb any quantity that can be given to them.’” 


Silk Fibre Made from Pineapple Leaves. 

Vice Consul J. K. Foster writes from Newcastle that experi- 
ments made in Queensland with the leaves of the pineapple plant 
have shown that there is a fibre in them which may be used in the 
production of a useful kind of silky cloth. As to particulars, he 
adds: “The fibre experimented upon has simply been obtained by 
the soaking of the leaves until the outer covering could be easily 
removed.” 


The Old Berkshire Mills Company to Be Dissolved. 


Sprincrietp, Mass., June 17, 1907.—The Old Berkshire Mills 
Company, of Dalton, Mass., through its attorney, Walter F. Haw- 
kins, has filed a petition for dissolution. The petition represents 
that Zenas Crane, W. Murray Crane and Z. Marshall Crane, of 
Dalton, are the directors and principal stockholders of the corpo- 
ration, which was organized with a capital of $150,000 to manufac-

New Postal Rates Affect Canadian Publishers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, June 17, 1907.—The new postal rates ar- 
ranged between the United States and Canada on second class 
matter have caused no little discussion, and the newspapers in 
the border cities have censured the Canadian Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Mr. Lemieux, severely for entering into the new conven- 
tion, Their ground of complaint is that it will cost them many 
hundreds of dollars to pay the increased postage upon the paid 
up circulation they have in the United States. 

One Toronto daily stands to lose about $8,000 in postage before 
its paid up United States circulation is all expired. But the 
Toronto newspapers are not as a rule kicking against the new 
rates. There are two reasons for this. One is that the new 
rate cuts both ways, and along with the new Lord’s Day act re- 
duces the circulation of United States newspapers in Canada, and 
this means not only increased circulation in Canada for Cana- 
dian newspapers but it aslo gives them more United States ad- 
vertising. The other reason was that the Canadian post office 
under the old rate was carrying 20 tons of mails for United 
States publications for every ton the United States post office 
was carrying for Canadian publishers. Besides the rate was 
paying neither the Canadian nor the United States post offices. 

Most of the foreign publications circulating in Canada are 
handled by concerns having their headquarters in Toronto, and 
a canvass among the leading houses here leads to the following 
conclusions as to the effect of the increase of rates between Can- 
ada and the United States, coupled with the recent decrease in 
the rate between Great Britain and Canada. The United States 
monthlies having built up and cultivated the Canadian market, 
will likely hold their own, but may not be able to increase very 
much. The United States weeklies circulating extensively in Can- 
ada will be hard hit unless they publish on this side of the line. 
The more popular and better illustrated English monthlies will 
gain slightly, but only slightly, as they are not suited to the 
Canadian taste. The high class English weeklies will gain to a 
limited extent, but as they are expensive publications, taken 
mostly by libraries and clubs, the reduction in postage will not 
affect their sale so much as if they were taken by individuals. 

The new rates suit Canadian paper makers, because they be- 
lieve it means. the publication of Canadian editions of some 
magazines and newspapers, and also that it means the increase 
in circulation of a number of Canadian magazines and high class 
weeklies using good paper. The printing trade generally is sat- 
isfied’ with the change as throwing more business its way. On 
the whole, when subscriptions taken at the old rates run out 
there is not likely to AS any feeling against the new convention.

“The manufacture of bread from wood pulp,” says the World’s 
Paper Trade Review, “is one of the latest industries started in 
Berlin, and about 500 quintals per day are being turned out, At 
present it is only used for feeding horses, and the manager of the 
Berlin tramway system says it has been found very nourishing. 
The pulp is put through a chemical process of fermentation and 
mixed with a third of the quantity of farina from rye. The re- 
sultant mixture is then baked like ordinary bread.” 

* : * 

One must needs go far these good times to find a more pros- 
perous and contented community than that of Franklin, Ohio, situ- 
ated in the heart of the fertility of the Miami Valley. Franklin 
is pleasing to look upon; rows of symmetrical elm and maple trees 
afford refreshing shade to the walks these summer days, and com- 
fortable homes well back on tidy lawns lend an air of rural attrac- 
tiveness which delights the eye and soothes the mind. The citizen 
goes joyfully on his way to office, store or factory, bearing on his 
countenance the evidence of the peaceful spirit*of his environment. 
Franklin is content and happy, and Franklin is dry. The local 
option law of the State gave the good folk opportunity to drive 
out the “demon.” So Franklin goes the even tenor of its way in 
peace, while the wheels of its industries revolve and turn a goodly 
profit for owners and fat pay envelopes for those employed. 

But ten years ago and Franklin, at present so calm and un- 
ruffled, was in the throes of a feverish excitement, which affected 
its entire male citizenship, from bank president to office boy. 
Franklin had a “gold mine,” and for a time reveled in luxury. 

The village was “wet,” and it is a matter of tradition that while 
the “full dinner pail” was being held up as an emblem of pros- 
perity to come, in Franklin dinner pails were made with a special 
compartment for holding a bottle of wine, as even the humblest 
citizen was able to provide himself with a little champagne for 
his noonday dinner. Be that as it may, there was much easy money 
in the village. 

Franklin’s “gold mine” was a fast mare, NIGHTENGALE by name, 
and upon her fleet legs hung for an entire season the destinies of 


two paper mills, a bank, several other businesses and the happiness 
of the community. When her transitory career was ended on the 
Memphis track through lameness these industries fell and drew 
with them several reputations, besides leaving a pall of gloom over 
the community for a long period, 

The mare was bought by Charles and Clarence Harding (now 
dead), of the Harding Paper Company, for $2,700. Later Charles 
Anderson (also dead), treasurer of the First National Bank, and 
his brother, “Dick” Anderson, acquired an interest in the animal. 
“Dick” Anderson, the only survivor of the quartet, is now employed 
about the village. 

The mare established a record of 2:27, and won some purses 
on local tracks, and the faith of her owners led to her entry in 


the “Grand Circuit.” Her first race was at Detroit, when she was 
backed heavily by Franklin money and won easily with odds of 
60 to I against her. The Franklinites had money by the hatful, and 
the community went wild. At Buffalo and Rochester she won 
again, bringing her owners $10,000 in purses, besides enormous 
amounts for those who had backed her. Franklin was at fever 
heat when the mare went to Memphis toward the end of the 
season. Not only had practically all of the winnings been put upon 
her, but the big hauls by the successful ones inspired others, and 


even some of the conservative citizens backed her for large 


amounts. 

The day of that race was a day of gloom for Franklin. NicHTen- 
GALE, the “dead sure thing” that metaphorically carried a town 
on her back, went lame and the Ohio money stayed in Dixie. 

When the smoke cleared away it was seen that the Hardings 


had tost immense sums, which loss was finally to ruin their business. 





The Eagle Paper Company, in which “Dick” Anderson was in- 
terested, was ruined (this mill was recently dismantled); the 
Franklin Paper Company, in which Charles Harding was inter- 
ested, went down in the wreck, and the funds of the local building 
association were wiped out; the president of the First National 
Bank, Boynton (now dead), served a term in the penitentiary at 
Columbus. (The bank has since been reorganized and under the 
present management is a strong financial institution.) 

Merchants and laborers, “the butcher, the baker and candlestick 
maker,” and many who had accumulated small amounts as the 
fruit of faithful toil and frugal living, saw their savings swept away. 
None of those survivors who pinned their faith to the fleet footed 
mare, for which almost fabulous offers were made, have forgotten 
or will ever forget the date of the fatal day in Memphis. 

But Franklin has found herself again. Her population has prac- 
tically doubled. Her industries are thriving, her paper mills are 
prosperous, and everybody who wants employment at good wages 
is at work. 

The NIGHTENGALE’s praises are heard no more in Franklin, and 
the village is “dry.” 


Lindauer Pulp Company Making an Addition to Its Mill.

APPLETON, Wis., June 18, 1907.—A considerable addition is being 
made to the mill of the Lindauer Pulp Company at Kaukauna. An 
addition to the building 30x40 feet is under construction, which will 


contain two large Dayton grinders. The power will be furnished 
by two new 300 horse power Leffel wheels. Fox River. 


Trans-Missouri Freight Bureau Lowers Paper Rate. 

The rate on news printing paper from Missouri River points to 
Colorado common points is to be reduced 20 per cent. by the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Bureau. Roads which haul the paper from 
Wisconsin mills to the Missouri River will also make heavy re- 
ductions. The present rate on printing paper from the Missouri 
River to Denver is 50 cents a hundredweight. It will be reduced to: 
40 cents. A similar reduction is made on straw board and wrap- 
ping paper for the benefit of Colorado manufacturers. 


Pulp Wood Now Coming Faster to Wisconsin Mills. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
AppLeton, Wis., June 18, 1907.—Pulp wood is coming in at a 
livelier rate now than at any other time during the season. It is 


not coming fast enough, however, to permit of any great accumu- 
lation of stocks by the mills. In fact there is very little surplus 
anywhere above what is used from day to day. People who are 


best in touch with the conditions, however, say there is no danger 
of the mills not being supplied with enough material to keep going. 
There was some fear of this earlier in the season. The slowness 


with which the wood comes in is not due to lack of wood but lack 
of transportation for it. Fox River.

CAN REGAIN WASTE SULPHUR AND LIME. 


By a New Process It Is Claimed That Alkaline Water Can Be 
Rendered Usable in Boilers—The Same Process Regains 
Waste—Sulphur and Lime Used in Paper Making. 


Toronto, Canada, June 17, 1907.—Processes which applied to 
metallurgy will reduce the cost of treating ores in the ratio of 300 
to 1, and which will make any water fit to drink and saost of it fit 
for steam making purposes, have been invented by Alfred O. Tate, 
a Canadian by birth, who has returned to Canada after a long so- 
journ in the United States. 

Mr. Tate says that his process applied to the paper industry 
would enable the recovery of the sulphur and lime used in treating 
the pulp and their using over again for the same purpose. By the 
existing system one ton of sulphur, which is worth $26 a ton, is 
used to every 4 tons of pulp, and the sulphur is thrown away after 
being used. 

The economical application of electricity is the basis of Mr. 
Tate’s processes, and to that particular ong which applies to the 
purification of water the term electrosepsis has been coined and 
adopted. By this Mr. Tate claims to be able to treat all the waters 
of Manitoba and the Northwest as far as Edmonton, which be- 
cause of their alkaline properties have long presented great dif- 
ficulties, in such a way that 80 per cent. of them can be utilized 
for the production of steam and all of them made fit for drinking, 
and this can, he says, be done so economically as to absolutely in- 
sure success from a commercial point of view. 

That the importance of his discovery and inventions in this re- 
gard is realized is emphasized by the fact that under an agreement 
with the Canadian Northern Railway Mr. Tate is putting up a 
plant at Portage la Prairie to treat 50,000 gallons of water a day 
in order to demonstrate the practicability of his system when ap- 
plied on a larger scale. The life of a boiler tube in the West, using 
the water in its natural state, is only about six months. Treated by 
his process Mr, Tate says this will be prolonged even beyond the 
life of boilers in this part of the country. Applied on a smaller 
scale through the apparatus, which will be manufactured at Galt, 
where a factory is now in course of erection, every household can 
at a minimum of cost purify the water it uses from whatever 
source, killing off entirely the typhoid germ, the bane of the mod- 
ern household. 

In the treatment of minerals Mr. Tate contends that he has been 
able to arrive at such an economical electrolytic process that the 
treatment of gold, copper and nickel ores and the admixture of 
It will per 
mit of the treatment on a profitable basis of low grade ores. In 


ores in the cobalt silver field will be revolutionized. 


respect to copper, for instance, it will not only effect an enormous 
saving in cost of production from ore bodies, which can be worked 
with some profit now, but will enable the opening up and profitable 
development of large bodies which could under the present systems 
only be worked at a loss. As to ores containing cobalt it will, it 
is claimed, do one thing that no process now in use does, namely, 
bring the cobalt out in metal form, “a beautiful metal,” to quote 
Mr. Tate, “far superior to nickel for plating purposes, lasting 
longer and having a finer polish.” He has been experimenting in 
this city on a considerable scale for some time with ores from the 
cobalt silver field, with the results stated, and is now about under- 





taking work on a larger scale. 


. “Wabacoats” at Bottom of the Sea. 


Wasasn, Ind., June 17, 1907.—B. C. Hill, of the Wabash Coat- 
ing Mills, has just received an account of the. sinking of a vessel 
off the Japan coast containing the product of the Wabash Mills, 
which he labored so hard to have ready in time for early shipment, 
only to be lost. 
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With the information Mr. Hill has also received a photograph 
of the wreck of the vessel, and this is reproduced here, the sea 
tragedy being of the greater interest to the hundreds of men at 
the coating mills, for it meant the loss of material on which they 
had labored so rapidly. 

The mammoth steamer Dakota, which plied between Seattle and 
Japan, was wrecked on the rocks off the coast of the Mikado’s 
islands the latter part of May. The great hulk of the steamer 
now lies on the rocks five-sevenths submerged and is a 1aute com- 
mentary of the power of the sea, against which man cannot cope, 
no matter with what safeguards he may surround himsel/. 

The picture shows the Dakota after it struck on the rocks off 
the Nojima cape, and in spite of the efforts of the wreckers it could 
not be floated. In the hold of the steamer Dakota there were 
seventy-five cases, about 27 tons, of “Wabacoat” box board, which 
was made by the Wabash Coating Mills, of this city. The order 
for this board was placed with the Wabash Coating Mills with a 
special request to hurry forward with all possible haste in order 
to catch the steamer Dakota sailing from Seattle May 10. The

the two cars containing this stock were hurried with all possible 
dispatch over the Northern Pacific Railroad to the Dakota wait- 
ing at Seattle, Wash. 

The Wabash Coating Mills are shipping quite a little of their 
product to many foreign countries, having established agents in 
Mexico, Australia, Japan, Manila and Hong Kong on Wabacoat 
box board. 

The company does not lose by this sinking of its products, 
for the paper was all insured for its value. The purchasers are 
the heavy losers, for they were in a hurry for the delivéry and 
delay was costly to them. The sinking of the vessel shows the

German Cellstuff Manufacturers’ Convention. 

At the recent convention held in Berlin the general tenor of the 
remarks of the speakers was to the effect that while manufac- 
turers were unwilling to make long forward contracts in view 
of the position of raw materials, customers evinced a desire to 
place orders ahead. One member called attention to the fact that 
the production of pulp intended for bleaching was more expen- 
sive than that of pulp not meant for that purpose. In England

Labor Troubles Becoming More General. 

The report that the mills of the Laurentide Paper Company 
and those of the Imperial Paper Mills in Canada had closed 
down this week because of labor troubles is a very singu- 
lar coincidence, coming as it does from a section which was 
thought to be exempt from strikes. This fact of itself is almost 
positive proof that the agitation among the workmen is quite 
general, It now seems probable that should the union demand 
the adoption of the three tour system, following its convention 
next week, most of the manufacturers in this country and Can- 
ada will find themselves facing the three shift question. 

The efforts of the union agitators seem to be bearing fruit, 
and this shutting down of the Canadian mills, following the 
strike in the Bellows Falls mills, shows the widespread character 
of the eight hour movement. These little preliminary outbreaks 
cannot be looked upon lightly by the manufacturers, as they no 
doubt portend the course to be adopted at the forthcoming 
convention of the unions. 

It is to be hoped that the delegates to the labor convention will 
solve three problems that are now puzzling the manufacturers, 
namely, first, how to instantly make a 50 per cent. increase in 
the number of skilled workers; second, how to figure profit on old 
contracts, the rate of wages being increased 50 per cent.; and 
third, how competition with Western mills working on the two 
tour system can be maintained, the Eastern mills being operated 


on the shorter schedule of hours.

THE PULP SITUATION. 


The Market Conditions at Home and 
Abroad Reviewed Impartially. 


Jn His Monthly Summary of the Pulp Market Hans Lagerlof Is 
of the Opinion That the Prices of Pulps Will Continue 


Firm for Some Time to Come. 


(Written for Tue Parer Trape Journat by Hans Lagerléf.) 

Summer has now arrived. All the ports and shipping outlets of 
the various pulp mills along the Baltic coast, in Finland and the 
northern part of Sweden are now open. The winter accumulations 
of the mills dependent on these ports have been released, and the 
effect of those tens of thousands of tons should have been felt 
upon the European pulp market. The market, however, continues 
firm as before, and therefore the pulp from those mills must be 
considered more a relief to than a source of danger to the stability 
of the prices now ruling. No allowances are made in the price of 
any kind of pulp for this year’s shipment. Good grades of foreign 
pulps are easily marketed at sellers’ views. 

Considering next year, the prices asked are in some instances 
higher than those ruling for contracts over this year, and a brisk 
business is being done. The mills abroad are stipulating and getting 
their prices. In a few buying quarters reluctance is being mani- 
fested about contracting now for 1908, as a few have not as yet lost 
hope of seeing the pulp market break and go down heavily next 
year. Well known brands are, however, easily disposed of, nevet- 
theless, 

I would not be surprised if the market did not show any reduc- 
tion in strength to speak of when next year comes around. I dare 
to favor the idea that the market values will be somewhat higher 
next year than prices now accepted. I base my expectations of the 
market not going down, but keeping up for next year, on the fol- 
lowing points: 

The world’s entire paper production, all kinds included, amounts 
at present to 6,000,000 tons, of which Europe contributes 3,000,000 
tons, the United States 2,500,000 tons and Canada 500,000 tons, or 
in all 6,000,000 tons in round figures. Of these 6,000,000 tons about 
75 per cent. are wood papers, 25 per cent. being allowed for other 
raw materials, such as rags, ropes, bagging, etc., making the total 
amount of wood papers about 4,500,000 tons, from which allowance 
will have to be made for the different kinds of loading materials. 

According to conservative estimates the increase in the pulp pro- 
duction in Europe is predicted to be in sulphite about 160,000 tons 
and for sulphate about 45,000 tons, which have been coming and 
are to appear on the market during the years 1906, 1907 and 1908, 
in all about 200,000 tons. (By the way, it is remarkable that in 
spite of this remarkable expansion of the pulp industry in the vari- 
ous European countries there is only one mill reported building to 
make mechanical pulp, which pulp seems to be losing in interest.) 

Truly 200,000 tons of pulp is quite a quantity, and in judging 
its effect on the market the following facts ought to be considered, 
as they tend to the conclusion that the market will continue strong, 
with prices on or about the same level as they are at present. 

First.—Speaking of the paper cénsumption in general, statistics 
show that the demand is increasing at a rate of about 8 per cent. 
a year, and on a quantity of wood papers manufactured in Europe, 
say, about 2,250,000 tons, 8 per cent. would mean an additional 
need of pulp of 175,000 tons in one year alone, leaving for the next 
year an excess of only about 25,000 tons to be taken care of else- 
where, 

Second.—As for sulphate, it is evident that the brown ground 
wood papers which formerly were very much liked, especially in 


Great Britain, and used very freely for the wrapping of meat, etc., 
are gradually being replaced by Kraft papers 
their strength and pliability, can be used in decidedly lighter weights 
to better advantage at about the same cost.

certain purposes. The market for Kraft paper has not been worked 
up as yet to its utmost extent, 
papers, in spite of the very heavy quantities made in Europe (about 
55,000 to 60,000 tons). 
for Kraft papers a good deal of the new sulphate pulp will no 
doubt go for home purposes, to be converted into paper.

Owing to the favorable prices now ruling 


Third.—Considering the large new tonnage of sulphite coming 
on the market it must be remembered that owing to conditions 
Canada is, to a large extent, since the end of last year, out of the 
transatlantic export market. 

Speaking strictly of ground wood, as an instance, the Chicoutimi 
Pulp Company has been a large exporter of this product to Eu- 
rope. But now the various mills in Canada have been seriously 
handicapped, their production being greatly reduced, owing (a) 
first to water drought, and a little later (b) owing to the difficulty 
of getting wood; furthermore (c), an acute shortage of the same, 
and finally (d) several fires, crippling two or three mills, and they 
are now far behind in their original tonnage of production. 

Fourth.—The conditions prevailing in Canada which have cur- 
tailed the production have also prevailed in an identical way in the 
States. There are no stocks of pulps in either of these two coun- 
tries, in addition to which it must be remembered that the United 
States to a large extent is dependent on Canada for its supply of 
pulp wood, Nearly 150,000 tons of manufactured wood pulp are 
being imported from Canada yearly in addition. 

Fifth.—The prices for Canadian goods have been so high, how- 
ever, that the United States has been forced to turn to Europe for 
a good amount of pulp. It must also be taken into consideration 
that it will take quite some time before the depleted stocks of pulp 
in the States and Canada can be replenished, and this I consider 
one of the most important factors supporting the European market. 

Sixth.—Other countries like Japan, China, India and South 
Africa, formerly interested in the Canadian and, at times, in 
the American production, have now been forced to turn to the 
only source of supply left, i. e., Europe. Consequently from all 





corners of the world heavy quantities of pulp have been and are 
being withdrawn from the only market having anything to sell, i. e., 
All this tends to prove that, in spite of the increase in the pro-

duction of chemical pulp in Europe being large, the gradual 
increase in the demand for this product, and, moreover, the heavy 
withdrawal of pulps, owing to the peculiar conditions prevailing 
on the American continent in general, it will be absorbed without 
any slump in prices. Although, for instance, various paper mills 
in Great Britain are idle, owing to conditions hard to explain, the 
import of chemical pulp to that country is by several thousands of 
tons larger this year than for 1906. 

The serious labor troubles of late in Norway have come as an 
unexpected but strong supporter of the European pulp market. 
In Norway are made, in round figures, about 96,000 tons of un- 
bleached and 55,000 tons of bleached sulphite, and about 14,500 tons 
of sulphate, or in all about 165,500 tons. It is estimated that about 
22,000 men are employed in the pulp and paper making industry in 
that country, and as about 8,000 to 10,000 men are now actually 
out on strike out of that number, I leave it to the reader to judge 
as to the importance and seriousness of the situation. 

Speaking of the Eurovean pulp markets as a proof of its strength 
1 may mention that in some instances pulp bought for shipment to 
the States, if cancelled, could be placed more advantageously on 
the European market. 

The domestic market for bleached sulphite is at present very 
firm, being supported, as I think, by the actual famine in American 
soda pulp. Contracts closed for this year are gradually expiring 
and can only be renewed at an advance of 10 to 15 cents per 
hundred. Contract prices will no doubt this year rule between 
$2.70 and $2.85 and upward, or decidedly higher than those sug- 
gested last year. 

Only a little while ago domestic unbleached sulphite was offered 
firm (lowest) at $2.15 delivered, but more frequently prices of 
$2.20 to $2.30 and ‘upward were forthcoming. 

Domestic ground wood is scarce and selling actually at $22 and 
upward, delivered, for near shipment. The mills making ground 
wood are complaining already of low water, reports to that effect 
especially coming in from New York State and Vermont. Log- 
ging in many places in the States is proceeding in a very unsatis- 
factory way, owing to low water. 

For delivery in 1908 ground wood is actually being contracted at 
$21 and upward delivered, but higher prices are not unlikely to pre- 
vail later. Quite some quantities of foreign ground wood have 
entered this country during the month, and stocks in Eurofe are 
light, owing to Canada being very largely out of that market as a 
competitor. 

European ground wood is scarce; it is also likely to be so in 
1908, as no new mills are building. American poplar soda is 
scarce, and the manufacturers are unwilling to give any quotations 
for 1908, owing to the general uneasiness of the labor market, and, 
secondly, owing to the question of getting raw material. 

It may also be expected that poplar soda will be influenced by 


the selling price of bleached sulphite, which I understand is as yet 
unsettled as far as 1908 is concerned. 

The imports of pulp speak for themselves. Canada shows about 
the same figure for April as for the same month a year ago. Eu- 
rope comes with a heavy increase in tonnage, with 6,311 tons for 
the same month, against 2,378 tons a year ago; it has tripled in a 
vear and is double over the figure for January this year. 

Exports show a decrease of about 430 tons, being 2,110 tons, 
against 2,546 tons a year ago. 

Commenting on the situation among the paper mills, the month 
of May was a record breaker in several mills. However, the labor 
question is getting more and more acute. The whole town of Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt. is at rest as a consequence of the differences in 
opinion in regard to the three tour shift. Manila and news mills 
are affected, and if the situation should prove of any duration it 
will help to ease the pulp market 


On the whole the situation among the paper mills, as far as busi- 
ness is concerned, is satisfactory. As for Holyoke, no strike is 
really expected in that town, and no further demand has been made 
on the employers. 


Orr Felt and Blanket Company Bags a Big Order, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, June 17, 1907.—The Orr Felt and Blanket Com- 
pany, at Piqua, is making favorable progress with its new addi 
tion despite the weather conditions. Recently the company re- 
ceived the contract for the manufacture of all the blankets used 
by the Pullman Palace Car Company. In order to do this work it 
was necessary to install fifteen new weaving-looms. It required 
time to install all of this new machinery, but it was accomplished 
in good time and all are now in operation, The company makes a 
specialty of paper makers’ felts, which must be of a high quality 
to stand the work. M. V. 


Paper Men Make Gifts to University Fund.

AppLeton, Wis., June 18, 1907.—At the commencement of Law- 
rence University last week it was announced that cash gifts had 
been made to the endowment fund of the institution during the 
past year amounting to something more than $125,000. Of this 
amount was a gift of $15,000 by the newly elected United States 
Senator Isaac Stephenson, who is one of the heavy stockholders 
of the Marinette and Menominee Paper Company, and $10,000 by 
L. M. Alexander, who is largely interested in paper mills on the 
Wisconsin River. Fox River.

Jurisdiction of Ohio Railroad Commission Questioned,

mission refuses to recognize the jurisdiction of the Ohio Railroad 
Commission over interstate traffic in the matter of car service, 
according to a telegram received from Secretary Mosley by 
Thomas Lymer, superintendent of car service of the Hocking 


Valley Railway Company. Recently the Ohio Railroad Commis- 


sion promulgated a new set of car service rules, and the railroads 
decided not to apply them to interstate traffic, claiming that the 
Ohio Railroad Commission had no jurisdiction over it. Later the 
Pennsylvania road accepted the rules of the commission for all 
traffic, and the other Yailroad companies then decided that each 
road should do as it pleased in the matter. Mr. Lymer-asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for a waiver of the thirty day 


rule to enable it to file the new car service rules, as applied to 
M. V.

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A SCHOOL EXAMINATION IN FIBRES. 


List of Questions Which the Students in Paper Making at the 
Battersea Polytechnic School, London, England, Were Ex- 
pected to Answer—Some Theoretical, Some Practical. 


The theoretical examination of the students in paper making 
who have been attending the Battersea Polytechnic School, of 
London, England, was held on April 9 (7:30 to 9:45). The fol- 
lowing were the questions, of which not more than eight were to 
be attempted: 

THEORETICAL QUESTIONS. 

1. Classify the paper making fibres according to their chemical 
permanence. In selecting a paper to be used for permanent rec- 
ords, what tests other than microscopic would you use to ascertain 
whether the paper was suitable? (Twenty-five marks.) 

2. Draw rough sketches illustrating the principal features, both 
fibrous and non-fibrous, by which the following pulps may be 
recognized: Cotton, linen, esparto, straw, spruce, pine, poplar. 
(Thirty marks. ) 

3. How would you distinguish between linen, manila and jute 
in a strong buff paper? Enumerate all the points of difference. 
(Twenty-five marks.) 

4. The following results were obtained on testing a paper: Mean 
breaking strain, machine direction, 11.54 kilos. Mean breaking 
strain, cross direction, 7.35 kilos. Weight of single strip (0.2 metre 
X15 millimetres) =.028684 grammes machine direction, and 0.2639 
grammes cross direction. Thickness, 0.153 millimetre. Calculate: 
The breaking length in metres in both directions and take the 
average. Also expzess the average strength in terms of pounds 
per 1 inch strip and grammes per square millimetre of section of 
the paper. (Given: 1 inch=25.4 millimetres and 1 pound = 453 
grammes.) (Thirty-five marks.) 

5. For the paper in question 4, calculate the weight per square 
metre in grammes; the pounds per ream of 480 sheets, large post, 
2034x1634 inches; calculate the specific gravity and the weight of 
a stack of this size of paper 6 feet high. (Thirty-five marks.) 

6. Examine -critically the five sheets of paper marked a, b, c, 
d, e, and apply any tests you know (without apparatus). Give 
the trade description of the papers and the weight per ream of 
any size in which they are usually sold. What do you judge to 
be the fibres and sizing of the papers, and the price per pownd of 
each? Give your reasons. (Thirty-five marks.) 

7. Name four blue coloring matters commonly used in papers. 
Arrange them in order of quality, What are the tests for each, 
and the relative advantages and disadvantages of these coloring 
matters? (Thirty marks.) 

8. Describe the tests for gelatine, rosin, starch and alum: (a) 
separately; (b) when present in the same paper. (Twenty-five 
marks. ) 

9. What are the special characters required in papers for the 
following purposes. Suggest the most suitable fibres for good 
and for cheap qualities, and give your reasons: (1) Typewriting; 
(2) photography; (3) blotting; (4) book papers; (5) illustrated 
magazines; (6) wrapping cutlery and jewelers’ goods. (Thirty- 
five marks.) 

10. Say what you know about mechanical wood; what are its 
microscopic characters and chemical properties, its uses and de- 
fects? Mention three color tests wood and the 
components of the reagents. How would you determine roughly 
the percentage of mechanical wood in a paper? (Thirty marks.) 

11. On what do the qualities of blotting paper depend, and how 
would you test them? What makes one blotting paper become 
useless sooner than another? (Thirty marks.) 

12. Mention two common loading materials. 
identified in the ash?

What are the advantages and 
defects due to loading? (Thirty marks.)

3. Determine the fibres* and percentage of ash in sample e. 

4. Determine the specific gravity and the weight per ream of

* Estimate roughly the proportions of the different kinds of fibres. 





National Forests Now, Not Forest Reserves. 


There are no more forest reserves. By a clause in the agri- 
cultural appropriation act the former reserves were renamed na- 
tional forests. This change was brought about by the wide misun- 
derstanding which attached to the word reserve. Reserve means 
something held back from use, something kept untouched to pro- 
vide against future needs. This word fitted the old idea of pre- 
venting the waste of forests. Great waste had been going on. It 
is plain that this waste would have to stop. The only way to stop 
it was at first thought to be to prevent all direct use, and so shut 
out the possibility of rash use. 

The greatest indirect use of the forest is to conserve the water 
supply, just as its two greatest uses are to supply wood and graz- 
ing. So great in many places was the need of water that even 
had conservation made it in fact necessary to prohibit the direct 
use of the forest and range, this would have been justified. But 
forests which are not touched waste themselves. Trees can grow 
only so long, and only so closely together, and then they reach 
maturity or become so crowded that growth ceases; and in either 
case no new wood is produced, growth and decay are evenly bal- 
anced, the forest is at a standstill. 

Such a forest—which is strictly a forest reserve—is not the for- 
ester’s idea of what a forest should be. The forester wants to pro- 
duce wood; he wants the forest to grow as fast as it can, in order 
that it may grow this wood; he knows that it will not grow unless 
it is prevented from coming to a standstill by having natured trees 
removed, and so giving the space and light required by the next 
generation of trees, which will then build up wood rapidly for the 
next crop. 

So much misapprehension prevailed about the forest work of the 
Government, and so few persons realized the objects of this work, 
that the name forest reserve helped to perpetuate the totally wrong 
belief that the forests in the reserves were not for use. Now that 
the name reserve has been officially abandoned there is a better 
chance that the national forests will be understood as the source 
of a great wood supply, guarded and protected, it is true, but at 
the sume time developed and made to increase for the benefit of 
every user of wood, and of a great grass supply, guarded and 
protected against waste and deterioration for the benefit of the 
grazing industry; and at the same time as the source of an unim- 
paired and ever increased water supply for the benefit of farmers 
and power users.

Dayton, Ohio, Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association Meet. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 17, 1907.—The annual meeting of the Day- 
ton Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association was held in the club- 
rooms of the Employers’ Association here this week, and proved 
one of the most interesting since it was organized. The feature 
of the gathering was an address by O. P. Gothlin, member of the 
Ohio Railroad Commission and a former Daytonian, who dis- 
cussed “Rates and Classifications.” 

Mr. Gothlin showed thorough knowledge of his subject, which 
is of especial interest to the shippers of this valley. He illus- 
trated his talk with ample blackboard reference, and it was a dis- 
tinctive “chalk talk.” An informal discussion followed, many of 
the members participating. 

Officers were elected also, and the paper trade is adequately rep- 
resented. . i 

The association has temporarily withdrawn its charges of dis- 
crimination against several railroad companies, the hearing of 
which was to have been held this week before Special Agent 
Decker, of the Interstate Commerce Commission, M. V. 





More About the Idle Mills in England. 

“Whatever is the matter with our paper mills?” says G. A. F. 
in the World’s Paper Trade Review. “Here are two more put 
up for sale—the Lee Mill Paper Mills, near Ivy Bridge, and the 
South Tyne Mill, at Fourstones, Northumberland. Circumstances 
have rendered it necessary that these mills should be sold, but it 
is nevertheless a matter for regret that the mills should be in 
the market, especially when others which have been offered for 
sale for some time still remain unsold. Lee Mill is, of course, 
the well known factory which has been the manufacturing head- 
quarters of Messrs. F. H. Holman & Son, and is situated about 
2 miles from the picturesque Devonshire village of Ivy Bridge, 
and 8 miles from Plymouth. The mill has latterly been worked by 
steam power, and has an extensive plant, including, I believe, 
two paper making machines of 60 and 8o0inches width respectively. 
I understand that a large outlay has been made recently in the 
construction of new buildings and in installing new machinery, 
and also plant for electric lighting. 

“The mill, together with the water rights, farm buildings, resi- 
dences, cottages, stabling and something like 30 acres of land, is 





now to go under the hammer at Ivy Bridge on the roth inst. I 
have lively recollections of a visit to Ivy Bridge more than 
twenty years ago in the interests of the World’s Paper Trade Re- 
view, but on that occasion it was the Stowford Mills at Ivy 
Bridge, and not the Lee Mill Paper Mills, a couple of miles off, 
which formed my objective. 

“The other mill now in the market—the South Tyne Mill, at 
Fourstones, Northumberland—has, I believe, one 63 inch machine, 
and a complete plant for the manufacture of esparto and wood 
pulp papers. The equipment, which includes a recently added 
ripper and winder, is equivalent to the production of about 30 tons 
of paper per week: The mill is driven by two.turbine wheels, 
which power can be supplemented when required by that of a 
400 horse power steam engine. There is a capital spring water 
supply, which can be supplemented by water drawn from the River 
Tyne. The property further embraces repairing shops, a manager’s 
residence, a foreman’s house and a number of workmen’s cottages. 

“T see it is stated that if the mill does not find a purchaser by 
September next the. machinery will be offered in lots and the 
mill broken up. This would be a thousand pities. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that this well known mill will not find itself so 
long on the shelf as unfortunately has been the case with the’ 
Shotley Grove and Lintzford Mills, in the neighboring county of 
Durham, and so long associated with the well known name of 
Annandale.” 


A Uniform Bill of Lading. 


Cuicaco, June 18, 1907.—Chicago shippers have won the fight 
they began three years ago against all the Eastern railroads using 
what is known as the “official” freight classification. These rail- 
roads have now agreed to adopt a uniform bill of lading which 
will not contain the objectionable features. 

Representatives of the American Shippers’ Association and the 
Eastern railroads appeared before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission this week at Washington and the association will with- 
draw the complaint it filed against the railroads. When the case 
is formally dismissed the railroads and shippers will join in asking 
an order for the use, by all roads, of a uniform bill of lading form 
agreed upon. 

The most important change will be the elimination of the pres- 
ent clause providing that unless the shipper assumes all risks of 
transportation he shall pay a premium of 20 per cent, above the 
regular tariff. In the new bill the carrier assumes liability under 
the common law for all loss or damage of freight. The railroads 
also agreed that bills of lading be negotiable. 


“Wear-Well” Leather Packings. 

Paper manufacturers and machinery builders who use hydraulic 
machinery of any type—Corliss engines, pneumatic machinery, etc.

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JAPANESE PAPER MILLS. 


An English Consul Located in Japan Compiles a List of the Mills 
Together With Interesting Data About the Raw Materials 
Used and Other Interesting Facts Relating to the Industry. 


An interesting report on modern Japanese paper mills, says the 
World’s Paper Trade Review, has been supplied by Oswald White, 
second assistant in His Majesty's consular service in Japan. A 
previous report by Mr. White dealt with Japanese native paper. 


The List of Paper Mills. 

In common with most other branches of industry in Japan, that 
of paper making has shown considerable signs of activity during 
the last year. New companies have been formed and old compa- 
nies have been enlarged. As a consequence the amount of capital 
invested has increased from under £1,000,000 to about £2,750,000 
The following is a list of paper mills in the country:

The Motive Power Used. 

At the end of 1904 the number of machines working was ninety- 
two, and the total horse power 16,212, As shown in the above 
table, the majority of Japanese mills use steam for their motive 
power; one or two use water. The majority of Japanese rivers are 
of little use in paper making. When the river is in its normal state 
the volume of water is, in most cases, ridiculously small, com- 
pared with the size of the river bed. The rivers are, however, liable 
to sudden floods, when the volume is sometimes changed énor- 
mously within a few hours. At such times the water is muddy and 
laden with odds and ends of timber. The rivers, therefore, lack 
what is so essential to paper making—cleanliness. Moreover, it is 
difficult to make use of the water power where a factory may one 
day be 20 or 30 yards from the edge of the water and the next be 
immediately over it. The Fuji and Yokkaichi mills are situated 
the one within a few miles, and the other on the bank, of the River 
Fuji, one of the important rivers of Japan, but neither makes use 
of its water. The former makes use of a small stream rising in 
Omiya, a few miles off, the latter of a tributary of the River Fuji. 
The machinery is actuated by water wheels, which are supplied by 
chutes from the streams. 


Electricity to Be Largely Used. 

Where water is available electricity is likely before long to take 
the place of the mechanical means hitherto employed. As an in- 
stance it may be mentioned that the new factory of the Oji mill, 
in Hokkaido, referred to below, is to be worked by electricity. A 
power station is being established on the bank of the River Chitose, 
which forms the outlet of the Lake Ishikari. The factory itself 
will be established at Tomakomai, on the railway from Muroran. 
Various projects are under discussion to convert the force of the 
River Hayakawa and the River Shibakawa, two tributaries of the 
River Fuji, into electricity. The latter is the river, mentioned 
* above, already made use of by the Yokkaichi mill. 





The Raw Materials Used. 

When paper mills were first started in Japan (about 1871) rags 
only were used. The price of these has steadily risen, till it is now 
about 24 sen (6d.) a kwamme (about 8% pounds avoirdupois). 
It is also stated that they contain more silk than formerly, which 
has to be removed before the rags can be made into paper. Con- 
sequently their place is being more and more taken by wood pulp. 


Concerning Wood Pulp. 


At first sight Japan, with its extensive forest area, would seem 
able to supply with ease all the wood pulp needed by its paper mills. 
That such has not proved the case is due to a variety of causes, 
among which may be mentioned the following: . 

(1) The cost of transport is very great. The mountainous char- 
acter of the country and the variable nature of the rivers render 
communications extremely difficult in many parts. 

(2) Japanese forests have been much spoiled by the reckless cut- 
ting which followed the restoration in 1868. In feudal times the 
law required that a tree should be planted for every one cut down, 
and the forests, being the property of the daimyo, were carefully 
protected by them. When the daimates were abolished part of 
their property was restored to the Government, but a great part 
was parcelled out and passed into private hands. The consequence 
was that the forests were seriously thinned by reckless cutting, the 
results of which are being felt now. Of recent years the authori- 
ties have encouraged, as far as possible, the planting of trees. 

(3) Plentiful as timber undoubtedly is in Japan, the demands 
already made on it, e. g., for fuel and house building materials, 
are also very great. 

(4) It is probable that want of experience must also be counted 
a factor. Hitherto only ground pulp has been made in Japan, and 
the whole of the chemical pulp used is imported. 

In order to lessen the cost of transport ‘the three principal paper 
companies—Fuji, Oji and Yokkaichi—early established factories in 
the provinces of Suruga and Totomi, close to the source of ma- 
terial. Here, however, the supply has already given signs of run- 
ning short, and the companies have had to go farther and farther 
afield every year, Some such result was inevitable. Even in well 
wooded localities only such trees, of course, as were suited to 
paper making could be taken; but the dearth of material has been 
hastened by the causes outlined above. 


Import Duty on Wood Pulp. 
It may be mentioned that the import duty on wood pulp, which 
was formerly 34.2 sen (about 8'd.) per 100 kin (about 133 pounds 
avoirdupois), is now reduced to 25 sen (about 6%d.). 
The import has increased greatly since 1902, as is shown by the 
following table:

Of this £107,000 in 1905 Germany claimed £69,000, Norway and 
Sweden £26,000, the United States £7,000 and the United Kingdom 
£5,000. 


Developments. 

The Fuji and Oji paper mills have now turned their atten- 
tion to Hokkaido, and are establishing factories there in the Sap- 
poro district. This has necessitated a great increase of capital. 
The Fuji Paper Mill, for instance, has increased its capital from 

210,000 to £1,020,000, and has absorbed the Nippon (formerly Abe) 
Paper Mill of Osaka (capital, £61,000). The Oji and the Yok- 
kaichi mills have increased their capitals from £173,000 and £76,000 
to £613,000 and £255,000*respectively. These three companies alone, 
therefore, represent between them an increas of £1,368,000. 

Anothr company, known as the Hokkaido Paper Mill, which pro- 
poses to establish factories in the northeast provinces, viz., at 
Toshibetsu, in Kushiro, and Shari and Omu, in Kitamiguni, is

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


A New German Wood Pulp Board Mill. 

A mill with a daily output of 5 to 6 tons of boards is projected 
at Kiauten (East Prussia). The capital is to be 500,000 marks 
( £24,000). 

Advanced Prices for Austrian Straw Paper. 

In consequence of the increased cost of raw material and manu- 
facturing accessories, the Austrian and Hungarian straw paper 
manufacturers have advanced their prices 10 per cent. 

To Build a New Sulphite Mill in Sweden. 

At Fargaryd, in the province of Halland, Sweden, the Hylte 
waterfall has been purchased by the late managing director of 
Ryd6 Bruk and a number of capitalists. It is intended to erect a 
large sulphite pulp mill. 

Greek Cigarette Paper Monopoly. 

According to the report of the above syndicate, the average per 
capita consumption of cigarette paper in Greece is 486 sheets a 
year. The bulk of the supplies are fugnished by the Smith & 
Meynier paper factory of Fiume. 

Projected Pulp and Paper Mill in France. 

A few days since a piece of land, with a superficies of about 
20,000 square yards, was offered for sale at Calais, France. It is 
situated close to the local line leading from the harbor to the town 
station. Jules Haemers, of Gravelines, was declared the purchaser 
at a price of about £1,600, and it is understood that he intends to 
erect a pulp and paper factory on the site, importing the necessary 
wood from Finland, It is expected that the mill will give employ- 
ment to from 100 to #50 hands. 

European Sources of Rosin. 

Joint efforts have been made by the Austrian-Hungarian paper 
industry and by the Imperial Forestry Experimental Station at 
Mariabrunn, near Vienna, to take steps leading to a more regular 
and abundant supply of rosin from indigenous trees, without injury 
to the value of their wood. This point would be attained, it is 
stated, by the rosin being taken about a year or two before the 
time appointed for the trees being felled. Opinions seem to differ 
as to the practical result to be anticipated from these endeavors. 

Hugo Hartig, Ltd., Incorporated in Sweden. 

At Gothenburg, Sweden, a company has been formed under the 
title of Aktiebolaget Hugo Hartig, for the purpose of manyfac- 
turing and selling wood pulp, sulphite pulp, wood pulp boards 
and paper of all kinds, and every description of technical articles 
and machines. The capital is 50,000 kronor, half of which is paid 
up, but it may be increased to 150,000 kronor as a maximum. The 
directors are E. G. and H. W. Kimgener, of Gothenburg, and 
Judge W. Wennerholm, of Stockholm. The office of the company 
is in Stockholm. 

British Paper Shipments to Venezuela. 

British shipments of paper to Venezuela are not very extensive. 
According to the report of Vice Consul Gray on the trade of the 
district of Caracas the imports were of the value of £23,000— 
£15,169 worth from Germany, the United States sending about 
£5,000 worth, followed by the Netherlands, Italy and the United 
Kingdom (£686). Mr. Gray mentions that a factory has been in- 
stalled near Caracas with Swiss machinery and driven by electric 
power from a river, for the manufacture of paper from a local 
grass called “gamela” and hemp from the Barquisemeto district. 

The Proposed Export Duty on French Rags. 

The Paris Chamber of Commerce, one of the most representative 
French commercial bodies, has taken up the above subject and 
has passed a resolution condemning the proposed law, which would 
constitute an innovation in French customs practices. Repre- 
sentations have been made by the Chamber to the various French 


. industries using rags, urging pressure upon the Government to 


try to get Austria and any other countries which may be im- 








posing export duties on rags to cease doing so. The shortage in 
rags can, the Chamber considers, be more effectively cured by 
stimulating imports than by restricting exports. 


Tests for Blotting Paper. 

Prof. W. Herzberg calls attention in the Papier-Zeitung to the 
fact that in trying to increase the height of suction of blotting 
paper, other qualities, such as strength, have been more or less 
neglected in such experimental types. He quotes a case where an 
official specification called for a minimum suction height of 60 
millimetres (about 2% inches). The delivery made only showed 
a rate of slightly under 2 inches, and that offered in substitution 
only showed about 1% inches. The manufacturer assured the 
officials that a suction height of 2% inches was rare and could only 
be found in special grades made in limited quantity. The in- 
vestigations of the officials showed, however, that the test asked 
for was not unreasonable, but could be fulfilled by German manu- 
facturers without difficulty, 


Factory of Wisconsin Wire Works Burned. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR’ CORRESPONDENT. } 

AppLeton, Wis., June 18, 1907.—The plant of the Wisconsin 
Wire Works, making Fourdrinier wires, etc., was completely de- 
stroyed by fire early in the afternoon of June 14. The factory 
was located on the outskirts of Appleton, and being a frame build- 
ing burned too rapidly for the fire department to cope with. The 
total loss is placed at $27,000, with insurance of $17,000. The 
stockholders were all Appleton people. It will be rebuilt.

Clays of Central Georgia. 

The occurrence of white clays in central Georgia has been 
known for many years, but the quality and extent of the de- 
posits and their availability for use as the basis of large industries 
are being but slowly recognized. The clay area extends from 
northeast to southwest entirely across the State, along what is 
called the “Fall Line’—where the streams of the region tumble 
from the uplands to the coastal plain. In width it ranges from 
a strip only a few miles wide between Macon and Columbus to 
a zone about 30 miles wide in a north-south direction just west 
of Macon and near Fort Valley. ‘ 

The clays vary from the purest, softest, flourlike kaolin to the 
hardest, refractory, flint fire clay, and the beds are from 6 to 35 
feet thick. The kaolins are adapted for use in the manufacture 
of porcelain, sanitary ware, encaustic tiling, etc., and the fire clays 
are suitable for high grade fire brick and other uses. 

In order to point out the extent, quality and accessibility of 
these Georgia clays, descriptions of many localities at which they 
occur and analyses of the products of various mines are included 
in a paper in the United States Geological Survey's “Contributions 
to Economic Geology, 1906” (Bulletin No. 315). Copies of this 
report are ready for distribution. The paper, prepared by Mr. 
Otto Veatch, is intended to be suggestive merely, and is neither 
exhaustive nor final. 

The only industries in this region that now utilize these clays 
are two plants which manufacture fire brick and a small pottery 
recently established at Augusta, Ga., for the manufacture of por- 
celain, Clay mining is carried on at several places, and the prod- 
uct is shipped to fire brick and terra cotta manufacturers, to Ohio 
and New Jersey potteries, and to Northern paper mills. About 
25,000 tons are mined and shipped annually. No washing plants 
are installed at any of the mines, the clay being shipped in the 
crude state. The installation of washing plants and steam shovels 
will materially increase the profits made in mining these clays. 
The enormous profits that may accrue from other forms of min- 
ing are not to be expected in the clay industry, but by economical 
management and by properly handling the material a reasonable 
return on an investment can be obtained.

being formed, and has applied for the necessary permission from 
the authorities. 

The Chuo Company intends to exploit the forests bordering the 
River Kiso, in the centre of the main island. 

The Insatsukyoku is an enterprise directly under Government 
control. It was originally established for the manufacture of 
paper money, etc., but, in addition to this, it has now for many 
years been engaged in the manufacture of ordinary printing paper 
for sale. 

The Yukan has the distinction of being the oldest paper mill in 
Japan. 

The Manufacture of Cigarette and Art Papers. 

A company has lately been formed in Osaka, under the name of 
the Oriental Paper Company, for the making of cigarette paper. 
The paper will be manufactured from a plant which has been dis- 
covered in Formosa, and which is said to be well suited for the 
manufacture of this paper. The import has,averaged £30,000 for 
the last four years. 

Another company, the Soshokuchi (or Art Paper) Company, 
has been formed for the manufacture of wall paper and various 
art papers. 


Bamboo. 

From time to time experiments have been made in the United 
Kingdom and elsewhere with the bamboo, with a view to testing 
its utility in paper making. The Agricultural College, Tokio, has 
recently announced that it has discovered a method of making pulp 
from (sasa), for which the highest results. are 
claimed. The bamboo grass is very common in Japan, and has 
hitherto been put to little use. It is proposed to teach the method 
to the Japanese farmer, and, as it is hoped that pulp will be pro- 
duced cheaply by it, both the latter and the consumer will benefit. 
The matter is still under investigation and no details are obtainable. 
It is interesting, however, to note in this connection a report in the 
Indian Trade Journal of the Superintendent of Government Print- 
ing, Rangoon, that the bamboo is capable of being turned into paper 
pulp of excellent quality. 

’ American Machinery Favored. 

Nearly all the machinery now used in the paper mills in Japan 
is of American make. The reason given for this preference shown 
to American machinery is that it is more up to date and cheaper 
than that of other countries. The Oji Paper Mill has been the 
first to set up a turbine boiler. The formation of new companies, 
and the extension of old, has led to considerable orders for ma- 
chinery in the last few months. 

Production—Import—Export. 

Japanese paper mills are mainly engaged in the manufacture of 
printing paper and cardboard, these accounting for 80 per cent. ot 
the total production. Speaking generally, it may be said that the 
better kinds of paper are imported, while the home factories de- 
vote their attention to the manufacture of the cheaper kinds, Even 
in the case of printing paper there is a considerable import. This 
has fluctuated a good deal, but averaged £125,000 for the five years 
ending 1905. In 1905, however, it was £193,000, and last year 
(1906) it increased still further to £232,000. The United King- 
dom has hitherto supplied roughly one-third of this, and Belgium 
roughly one-fourth. Other countries sharing the import are 
Austria-Hungary, Germany and the United States, in about equal 
proportions, though in 1905 the import from the United States 
scarcely fell short of that from the United Kingdom. 

The import of all kinds of paper has increased greatly in the 
last two years. The average for the four years ending 1904 was 
, £426,000. In 1905 and 1906 it was £808,000 and £916,000 respectively. 

As to the home output no official figures are available later than 
1904, but in that year the amount of paper produced, after remain-

ing at about £726,000 for 1900-03, increased to £1,001,000. Previous 
to 1900 the output averaged from £300,000 to £500,000. This is 
exclusive of the production of cardboard. 

The export from Japanese mills is small, being confined to card- 
board, which goes to Shanghai and Bombay, and printing paper 
and other varieties, which go to China and Corea. The cardboard 
comes principally from the Tokio Cardboard Company. The ex- 
port (exclusive of cardboard) has averaged £41,000 for the last 
four years, while the export of cardboard has averaged £9,000 in 
the same period. 


Japanese Guild of Paper Manufacturers. 


Mr. Oswald White makes reference to the Guild of Paper 
Manufacturers. It was organized in 1880, and had as its principal 
object the monopoly of the market, to the exclusion of the foreign 
importer. It hoped to attain this end by carefully watching the 
market, with a view to controlling prices. The Guild had, besides 
numerous extraordinary meetings, four ordinary meetings a year, 
which determined the highest and lowest prices at which the mem- 
bers could sell their goods to the trade. In addition to agreeing 
to abide by these prices, members pledged themselves to give one 
another the benefit of any special methods, not in the nature of 
inventions, that might be known or become known to them. 

An agreement was concluded with the Guild of Paper Mer- 
chants, by which the latter promised to keep the manufacturers 
informed as to the exact state of the market with regard to for- 
eign orders, and, as far as possible, favor the Japanese manu- 
facturer as against the foreign. By means of the information 
received from the Merchants’ Guild, the Manufacturers’ Guild 
hoped to constantly undersell the merchants of foreign countries 
in Japanese markets. Experience soon showed the inefficiency of 
such methods, and in 1883 the Guild decided to abandon its idea 
of arbitrarily fixing the lowest limit of prices. Several companies, 
disappointed that the Guild had been unable to accomplish its 
object, resigned connection, and only three companies remained 
in the Guild. The Guild had only just recognized the futility of 
fighting foreign competition by the methods it had hitherto adopted 
when a fresh competitor appeared on the scene. 

The Insatsukyoku had at first devoted its attention mainly to 
manufacturing paper needed for official purposes; it now com- 
menced to make ordinary printing paper and sell it on the market. 
It was claimed by the manufacturers that the Insatsukyokh, hav- 
ing its running expenses paid by the Government, enjoyed an un- 
fair advantage, and that they were unable to compete. The Guild 
repeatedly represented these facts to the Government, but without 
result, And the Insatsukyoku has continued the manufacture. The 
Guild now represents nearly the whole of the paper manufacturers 
in the country. When the tariff was being revised the Guild had 
to combat a proposal made by the proprietors of certain Japanese 
newspapers that the import duty on printing paper should be 
greatly lessened.. It was finally fixed at—(1)—weighing not more 
than 48 pounds per 500 sheets, and measuring not less than 1,086 
square inches per sheet, 1 yen (about 2s. 04d.) per 100 kin 
(about 133 pounds) ; and (2) all other kinds, 1.950 yen (about 4s.) 
per 100 kin. The previous duty was 1.569 yen (about 3s. 2'4d.) 
on all kinds. The Conventional tariff is (1) weighing not more 
than 24 pounds per ream of 500 sheets, and measuring not less 
than 1,086 square inches per sheet, 0.800 yen (about Is. 7'%4d.); and 
(2) all other kinds, 1.163 yen (about 2s. 4%4d.). 


It is expected that the electric power installation on the Cedar 
River, near Menominee, Wis., will be ready to sell current early 
next fall.

PAPER.—This week was one of general quietness in most of 
the large paper distributing centres. Reports from the mills show 
that the manufacturing end of the business is still in a satisfac- 
tory condition. The majority of the jobbers have had a prosperous 
year so far, and none of them have really any serious complaints 
to make—in fact. most of them are prepared and welcome the usual 
summer let-up which is now on. The volume of orders at the 
mills does not indicate any slump in the demand; but as most of 
them are old ones they cannot be taken as a basis for estimating 
the amount of new business being booked. Some of the mills have 
caught up with their orders pretty well, and deliveries are being 
made more promptly now than they have for some time past. 
The demand for News paper is still quite brisk, but some of the 
manufacturers admit that business is easing up a little. All the 
other grades of paper are undergoing the customary summer de- 
cline, and not much activity is expected on any grade until the fall 
demand makes its appearance. Some of the dealers say that it is 
difficult to place orders for wrappings, as‘a number of the mills 
have refused to take orders because of the scarcity of ground wood 
and sulphite. Quotations, despite the falling off in new business, 
are holding very firm, and the high price of raw materials will 
serve to hold them on that basis during the summer. We quote:

Ready to Make Envelopes at Dayton, Ohio. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] - 
Dayton, Ohio, June 17, 1907.—The Mercantile Corporation, a 


recently incorporated company of Eastern and Dayton mill men 
and capitalists, this week prepared to start its new envelope fac- 
tory on Front street, East End. The company has secured the 
Government contract to supply the Federal Government with all 
of its envelopes and wrappers. The contract, in monetary value, 
amounts to about $6,000,000. 

By July 1 it is expected that the company will have a sufficient 
stock of the finished product on hand to start delivering on the 
contract. At the expiration of the four years, if the contract is 
satisfactory to all concerned, it is probable that Dayton will re- 
tain the enterprise. The paper needed for the tons and tons of 
envelopes and newspaper wrappers required by this great country 
is secured from the Aitna Paper Company, in Dayton, and a Fox 
River Valley mill at Neenah, Wis. The local plant added several 
carloads of new machinery to its plant so as to make the order a 
“new business” one and not to conflict with its regular 
trade. 

Four hundred persons will be needed, and nearly this entire 
force has been engaged. Many large envelope machines were in- 
stalled, and everything was in readiness for the initial run when 
E. H. Thorp, chief of the Bureau of Free Mail Delivery, arrived 
from Washington, He came here to inspect the factory and found 
everything as he had expected, from reports made of the progress 
in building construction and factory equipment. 

Information has been received by the local office that as soon 
as the present stock of stamped envelopes is exhausted a new de- 
sign for the embossed stamps will appear. The stamps will be in 
I, 2, 4 and 5 cent denominations, with designs as follows: One 
cent, Benjamin Franklin, green; 2 cent, George Washington, red; 
4 cent, Benjamin Franklin, black; 5 cent, George Washington, 
blue. 

The Postal Department has advised the local authorities that 
stamp vending machines and automatic stamping machines will be 
manufactured for the Government for the sale of stamps. It is 
proposed to place these machines in drug stores and other places 
where stamps are sold as a matter of accommodation. This will 
assist the druggists and those merchants whose clerks will no 
longer attend to the sale of stamps and envelopes, M. V. 


Great Activity in the Japanese Paper Trade. 


In an interesting report on Japanese paper mills by Oswald 
White, an English consul stationed in Japan, it is evident that con- 
siderable developments are going on at the present time. Hitherto 
progress has been somewhat slow, doubtless owing to the want of 
experience; but the chief difficulty has been dearness of material. 
At present the industry is not without promise. Should the scheme 
for manufacturing pulp out of bamboo grass mature the main ob- 
stacle in the way of progress would be removed. Much, again, 
is expected of Hokkaido; if it fulfills all that is claimed for it a 
source of supply of material for many years will be obtained. The 
paper industry has certainly had a good deal of life infused into it 
during the last year—World’s Paper Trade Review.
